The Council meeting last Friday 
evening was attended by Council- 
Jors James, Service and Henderson, 
with Mayor Bray occupying his 
customary position in the chair. 

The previous minutes being pass- 
ed on motion of Alds, Service and 
James, the rate for water supply 
occasioned a lengthy discusgion re- 
sulting ina motion being carried 
by Alds. “That 
the rate for water supply be 85 pei 
1000 cubic feet on meter system 
and $1.50 per month to private 
houres for household purposes 
only.”’ 

An application being read from 
Dr. Farquharson, Ald. Service 
and James carried a motion to 
the effect that the doctor be allowed 
to connect with the water main. 

After discussing of the difficulties 
the engineer in charge of the power 
house has to contend with in getting 
small supplies Alds. Service and 
James moved that Engineer Km- 
merick be supplied with an order 
book for use at the power house 
with a limitof $10. 

Some discussion on the Town 
Act being indulged in it was deter- 
mined on motion of Alds, Service 
and Henderson that six copies be 
purchased for use by the councillors.

farmers from Wurtemberg, Baden, and | 
) Bavaria, for a season's work on the| 
farms. Here are seen boys and} 


\ 
girls from eleven years of age to six- 


teen—children, for the most part, of} 
‘Lyrolese woodsmen who are driven! 
by sheer destitution to send their off-| 
spring to work for the farmers and re- 
ceive the money for them, 

The children are gathered together, 
under the care of a priest and taken| 
to the market. where they are put up| 
at auction and inspected by prospect- 
‘ve purchasers like so many cattle. | 
This year 125 boys and twenty girls 
were sold. Owing to the demand} 
the market was strong; a sturdy lad 
of sixteen, able to swing the scythe} 
all day, brought as much as $70. Some 
of the older girls netted their parents 
$60, while some of the tinier went for} 
$15. 

The sale is tragedy with a high flav- 
or of the dramatic, for it is well 
known by the parents that many of 
the children will not come back in the 
winter, when they are supposed to 
return home They will have suc- 
cumbed to overwork and underfeeding 
and abusive treatment and home sick- 
ness. Every year many die off. The

Six Forms of This Appliance, Which le 
Always Handy About the Farm. 
The diagrams represent six of the 
most convenient wagon jacks. Hxact 
specifications and minute directions are 
not necessary, as any farmer can de- 
termine for himself the kind of mate- 
tial to use and the best way to make a 
jack for his particular requirements.

Mike Runoing Wolf Now) Bassano Newslets 


on Trial for Murder | 
of “Happy” Davis 


Mike Running Woif, also known 
as Jim Ham, the well-known Black- 
foot Indian, was placed on trial at 
Calgary Tuesday in the criminal 
court on the charge of having mur- 
dered R. N. W. M. P. Constable 
Francis Davis, better known locally 
as ‘‘Happy’’ Davis, near Basgano on 
June 8rd last. ‘he case ia being 
heard before Mr Justice Simmons. 

The following jurors were selected 
to try thecuse: P.J.Morrow,G. M. 
Cardiff, J. J. Mason, J.G. Tennant, 
James Jones and M. F. Batchelor, 

Constable Davis was shot while 
trying toarrest Running Wolf, who, 
while in an intoxicated condition 
had fired upon a Galician and a boy 
witharifle. After the murder Run- 
ning Wolf went to the Reserve and 
exhibited u belt und holster belong- 
ing to the dead officer. 

James Short, K.C., crown prose- 
cutor, in his address to the jury out- 
lined the history of the murder, He 
related how Hain, or Mike Running 
Wolf, as he calls himself, in company 
with other Indians, were in Brooks 
on June third. There they obtained 
whiskey from a half-breed. In a 
drunken condition they left Brooke 
and headed for the Indian Reserve 
near Bassino. On the way they 
met a Galician, and took away a 
large banket from the foreigner. 
Han, it is stated, fired several shots 
at the Cialician, some of which took 
effect, but not seriously. On the 
road Hain gave a boy a lift, and en 
route took away his money. In the 
meantime the Galician arrived in 
Brooks and laid a complaint to Con- 
stable Davis, who went in pursuit. 
It was while in pursuit Davis met 
his death from the rifle of Ham, 
which would be proven in the evi- 
dence given in court. 

The first witness was Dr. Alex 
Scott df Bassano. The doctor de- 
scribed the course which the bullets 
had taken which caused the death 
of Constable Davis. A piece of Jead 
produced was that of a builet ex- 
tracted from Constable Davis’shoul- 
der. : 

Constable Thomas Irvine,of Glei- 
chen testified to the arrest of Run- 
ning Wolf, and the statement made 
to hitn by other Indians that Run- 
ning Wolf had killed a policeman. 

The case was adjourned until 
today. y
